ASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Ayto- 

mobile sales in foreign markets 
during the last quarter of 1929 
decreased to some extent, being a 
natural trend in some countries, 
but showing signs of abnormal 
recession in many centers. 
During 1929 there was a notice-

and chassis, due to increasing com- 
petition in the passenger car field, 
the used car problem, the growing 
popularity of light trucks for com- 
mercial purposes and the develop- 
ment of ous services. 

From the viewpoint of the Amer- 
ican manufacturers, sales of their 
products in various foreign countries 
were regarded as satisfactory under 
existing 
the severe competition of domestic 
manufacturers. 

The position of the American 
companies was more firmly in- 
trenched in France during the 
year and the total amount of 

ess done by these companies 
was greater than in 1928. 1: 

In Germany, American manu- 
facturers iricreased their  per- 
centage of total business to half 
of the new car sales, not includ- 
ing American assembly plants it 
that country. 

American manufacturers are sup- 
plying 9Q per cent. of the demand 
for passenger cars in Sweden, while 
in Czecho-Slovakia cars from the 
United States make up 50 per cent. 
of the imports. 

In Australia conditions were de- 
scribed as particularly unfavorable 
to the industry and the new year 
opened with dealers holding heavy 
stocks.

France 

It is estimated that sales of Amer- 
ican passenger cars during 1929 
amounted to about 14,630, as com- 
pared with 4,100 in 1928. A number 
of American manufacturers of ga- 
rage tools and servicing equipment 
are doing a good business in the 
country, and after considerable pio- 
meer work are now reaping the 
benefits of their efforts. 


Germany 


Certain popular-priced American 
cars have been able to maintain 
their positions in absolute sales, and 
to relatively increase their im- 
portance in the market. There is 
a continued increase in the sale of 
low priced American one and one 
and a half ton trucks, while other 
models are almost unrepresented on 
the market. The local truck indus- 
try is well developed and it is 
claimed that a production of 65 per 
cent. capacity has been maintained 
during 1929. 


Australia 


Truck sales were fair, especially 
in the light-weight models. The 
outlook for 1930 is very unfavorable. 
Many dealers are on the verge of 
collapse, and the only remedy is 
economy and wise management.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 25.—Attend- 
ance at the hearing scheduled for 
tomorrow afternoon, on the matter 
of radio on automobiles, is expected 
to be so large that it will be held in 
Gardner Auditorium at the State 
House, instead of the. regular hear- 
ing room of the Public Works De- 
partment. 

Experts in radio, including those 
familiar with radio equipment for 
motor cars, various legal experts 
and representatives of the concerns 
manufacturing radio for automo- 
biles and radio-equipped automo- 
biles will be present in force, along 
with many car owners having radio 
equipment, executives of automobile 
companies and others. 

As the order of the registrar of 
motor vehicles now stands it would 
wipe out the use of radio on police 
and fire automobiles and would put 
up barriers against many visitors 
from other states, as the ruling re- 
quires that visiting cars with radio 
— shut off its use while in this 
state.

Car Makers State Views 
On Lubrication Problems 


Is oil consumption greater today, 

because of the increased speed at 
which cars are driven, or is it less 
because of the provisions made to 
conserve it? 

Is oil of Pennsylvania base regard- 
ed as the best lubricant for auto- 
mobile engines by leading engineers 
in the industry, or are factors other 
than the base of the oil more im- 
portant? 

It is true that there is more doubt 
and uncertainty in the industry re- 
garding oils at the present time than 
there has been for years. The rea- 
son for this is not hard to find. 
With engine speeds higher than ever 
before, with car speeds much higher 
because of the long stretches of 
improved roads and the more lib- 
eral speed laws, it is natura] that 
the stresses on the oil should be far 
greater than in former years. 

Furthermore manufacturers and 
dealers alike are realizing that the 
oil that the owner does or does not 
put in the crank case of the engine 
is a material factor in the per- 
formance of the car. Hence if an 
owner is not using oil in sufficient 
quantity or of approved quality, the 
car may not give the performance 
or life which has been designed 
into it. 

This is a very important matter 
for the industry, from the highest 
executive down to the smallest deal- 
er on the firing line. If a car does 
not give service because of poor oil 
when a good oil would rmit the 
service to be rendered, there is not 
only a tremendous economic waste, 
but there is also a loss entailed by 
the dealer, and eventually by the 
manufacturer, because of the fact 
that the car will be blamed rather 
than the oil. 

_ Putting this in another way, there 
is great need for a little educa- 
tional work on oil right through the 
industiy and the trade. A few ran- 
dom letters from leading engineers 
at the factories on the subject are 
excerpted herewith, and other let- 
ters are invited from dealers, engi- 
neers and others interested on the 
subject. The excerpts follow:— 

February 5, 1930. 


“Our experience has been that} 


oil consumption varies directly with 
the speed. 
city driving conditions where a cer- 
tain amount of dilution takes place 
the oil level will often remain at 
the full mark for 1,000 miles. Under 
conditions where speeds of sixty 
miles an hour are maintained for 
considerable periods the oil con- 
sumption will reach a figure ap- 
proximating 100 miles per quart. 
Since the crankcase capacity is only 
five quarts on some models it is 
imperative that the oil level be 
checked very frequently in this 
class of service. 

“We have been recommending the 
Vacuum Oil Company’s Mobiloil ‘A’ 
in summer and ‘Artic’ in winter

on all of our cars. We do not con- 
sider ourselves specialists in the 
lubrication field and believe that 
this question can safely be placed in 
the hands of reliable experienced 
companies, such as the above. 

“For this same reason we have 
never recommended the use of any 
certain types of oil, except the par- 
ticular brand mentioned. It is our 
personai opinion that the mere fact 
that an oil is produced in Pennsyl- 
vania means absolutely nothing. We 
believe that the final product de- 
pends not only on the materials 
used, but upon the method of 
manufacture and, no doubt, many 
oils made from an asphalt base 
crude are superior to some of those 
being marketed by some producers 
under the 100 per cent. Pennsyl- 
vania label.” 

. * * 

“We are still advising oil changes 
after 500 miles, especially in the 
winter. 

“We are not specifying brands or 
types of oil at the present time, as 
it is possible to purchase entirely 
different oils bearing the same 
trade names in various parts of the 
country. Until this condition is 
corrected nothing can, in our opin- 
ion, be done in this*regard. 

“We like the Pennsylvania base 
oil very well, but have not felt that 
we could — the present status 
of affairs specify or recommend its 
use in our motors.”

“We do not give dealers or owners 


oil recommendations by brand. We | 


are also somewhat reluctant to even 
recommend by viscosities or oil spe- 
cifications. As you know, the lead- 
ing oil companies have representa- 
tives in every part of the country 


and are able to study the individual | 


requirements of the _ installations 
better than we can. 


the same model of engine will prob- 


ably take two and sometimes three | 


grades of oil during the same sea- 
son. I have in mind a commercial 
hauler who has part of his fleet en- 
gaged in intercity work where a 
high viscosity is absolutely neces- 
sary. The balance of his fleet is 


engaged in delivery to chain stores | 


and covers about 15 per cent. of the 
mileage per day that the intercity 
jobs do. These trucks must have 
a fairly light oil on accoutn of the 
cool condition under which they 
operate. 


“We are somewhat prejudiced in| 


favor of pure Pennsylvania base oils, 
but I doubt if we have any real basis 
for this prejudice. 

“In regard to the second para- 
graph of your letter, it has been 
found necessary to increase the 
amount of oil thrown on the cylim- 
der walls of most engines. With 
these wet bores it is practically im- 
possible to keep the oil consumption 
as low as could bé done by dry bores.

“For the first 500 miles we advise 
that the car speed be held to not 
over 35 miles y hour, and partic- 
ular attention given to the main- 
tenance of the oil level. This can 
be checked by removing the oil level 
rod on the left side of the crank- 
cas, and noting the height of the oil 
on the rod. The two extremes are 
“full” and “empty.” At no time 
should the level be permitted to get 
lower than half full.

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Lateness of the Census 


TATISTICS relating to commercial development are 

useful in just about direct relation to the promptness 
of their appearance. By this we mean that conditions change 
so rapidly in the American business world that figures 
covering operation in 1928, released at the present time, have 
little more than aeademic interest. 

One of the reasons why the census figures gathered by 
the Department of Commerce are not of more practical use 
is that they appear many months after the close of the year 
to which they relate. For instance, the Census Bureau is 
new gathering figures for the 1929 census and final reports 
on some industries are not yet available for the year 1927. 

When Robert P. Lamont, secretary of commerce, re- 
cently appointed his advisory committee on the census of 
manufactures, this was one of the first questions that came 
up for consideration. The committee held the natural idea 
that some increase in efficiency within the Census Bureau 
would speed things up. 

When they came to investigate, however, they found 
that the cause of the delay lay not within the department, 
but with the manufacturers, who seem to have a chronic 
aversion to reporting promptly. If they did so, the bureau 
would be able to get its figures out within three weeks. 

Secretary Lamont recently disclosed an amusing case, 
which is illuminating in this connection. A certain manu- 
facturer wired the secretary as follows: “When will all fig- 
ures on our industry be available. We have been waiting 
months for them. Such delay is inexcusable.” And here is 
what the Census Bureau was able to reply: ‘All manufac- 
turers in your industry, except you, filed their reports 
months ago. You have ignored ten letters and two telegrams. 
Report on your industry ready months ago, except for your 
figures.” 

All this is by way of urging our readers to make 
prompt reply to the questionnaire which the Census 
Bureau is now sending out. It should be emphasized that 
the information supplied on the questionnaire is absol- 
lutely confidential and will not be disclosed to any person 
who is not a sworn employee of the Census Bureau. This 
means that even an employee of another division of the 
Department of Commerce cannot obtain this information. 
By making prompt returns we benefit ourselves because 
we make possible the early publication of statistics cover- 
ing our own industry. 


Taking School to the Child 


N the field of education the motor vehicle has played an 
important and beneficent role. By the use of private 
motor cars and publicly operated motor buses, it has been 
possible to give children living in rural districts the benefits 
of the more intensified educational facilities that are made 
possible by concentrated population. Rural communities are 
able to centralize their educational efforts, provide better 
buildings, higher paid and more efficient instruction, and 
then bring the children from considerable distances. 

And now there seems to be developing a corollary of 
this motorization of education, in which the school house is 
carried to the children. The state of Virginia is considering 
a plan for fitting out a number of motor buses as school- 
rooms. These buses would travel from central depots to 
remote communities, which cannot afford or which are so 
located that carrying pupils to a central school is impractic- 
able. The buses will be completely equipped with desks, 
blackboards, books and competent teachers who will carry 
the light into dark places. 

With such mobile equipment a teacher could divide 
her time, holding school in one community in the morning 
and driving to another location for an afternoon session. 
The matter of disseminating education throughout the 
entire length and breadth of a huge country like our own, 
has always been a difficult one and here is a possible 
solution of one of the most difficult phases of the problem.

GAS TANK FILLER INLET 


QUESTION: The writer has been 
wondering some time why it is that 
the majority of manufacturers still 
persist in putting the inlet pipe on 
the right side of the gasoline tank. 
This has caused and probably will 
cause a great deal more trouble as 
time goes on, unless they correct 
the error. Every road in the United 
States that is graded at all slants 
from the center to the right in the 
direction that the car is traveling, 
with the result that when the 
gasoline tank is full and until 
enough of it leaks out or is used 
up, the car leaves a trail of gaso- 
line behind it. Besides this, when 
the car is parked with a full tank, 
the gasoline continually drips until 
the level is below the breather hole 
of the tank cap. 

This was forcibly called to the 
writer's attention yesterday, as in 
walking down one of our main 
thoroughfares I saw three cars 
within a block from which the 
asoline was dripping and flowing 
coon the gutter. Had some care- 
less smoker happened along and 
thrown a lighted match or cigarette 
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stub into this stream of gasoline, 
there would have been at least five 
cars on fire within two minutes. 

The writer has read with satis- 
faction a great many of your edi- 
torials, and believes that it would 
do a little more good for the auto- 
motive industry if you would play 
up this point and get the high sal- 
ary technical engineers 
decide to put their inlet pipe on the 
left side of the car.
